Registration 
of Men 20 to 
45 on Monday 


Gen. E. L. Compere 
Outlines Procedure 
for All Arkansas 
Counties 


With local boards throughout the 


State of Arkansas reporting all in 
readiness for the registration Monday 
of all unregistered men between the 
military ages of 20 to 45 years, Brig. 
Gen. E. L. Compere, State Director 
of Selective Service, Saturday point- 
ed out that there are only three main 
requirements for this registration. 


The Requirements 
Director Compere summarized these 


major requirements thus: 


(1) Every male citizen and every 


male alien residing in Arkansas other 
than persons excepled by the Selec- 
tive Training and Service Act of 1940, 
as amended, is required to present 
himself for and submit to regsitra- 
tion on February 1G, 19-12, if lie has 
not registered previously and if 


(a) such person lias attained the 


twentieth anniversary of the day 
of liis birth on or before December 
31, 1941, and has not attained the 
forty-fifth anniversary of the day 
of his birth on or before Feb- 
ruary 16, 1942. 


(b) If any person is in doubt 


as to whether or not he should 
register, lie should consult the 
proper registration 
officials and 


register if they deem it advis- 
able. 
(2) Registration should be made at 


a designated registration place of the 
local board area in which the regis- I cration investigate and instigate meas-

Double-Header 
Attack Closing 
in on Singapore 


British Fighting 
Stubornly Against 
'NutCracker' 
Strategy 


LONDON — (I?)— Hard pressed but 


fighting back stubbornly British im- 
perial defense forces still held the city 
of Singapore Saturday against a nut- 
cracker attack by Japanese forces clos- 
ing in from the northwest as well a: 
the northeast. 


The defenders are 'disputing every 


enemy attempt to advance farther to- 
ward the heart of Singapore (own," 
a communique declared. It disclosed 
that in addition to Japanese pressure 
from the race course, water reser- 
voir, and rail line section northwest 
of the city, the Japanese have driv- 
en into the Paya Lebar area. Paya 
Lebar village is three miles from the 
outskirts of Singapore on the road 
northeast to Sernngoon. 


The Japanese thrust from Die north- 


west already had reached Tanglin, lit- 
tle more than two miles west of the 
center of the city. 


The communique said the Japanese 


were maintaining their pressure and 
"keeping the lion city" under con- 
tinual bombing and shelling. 
'. "During, yesterday 
aftern,o?p»".,:thp 


war report said, "enemy attacks de- 
veloped in the Paya Lebar area and 
in tlie west. Both were in consider- 
able strength. 


"Today the enemy has maintained 


his pressure, supporting attacks with 
a number of high-level bombing raids 
by large formations of aircraft, by 
continual shelling by his alrillcry, and 
by low dive-bombing attacks. 


"His artillery has also shelled the

Arena of Pacific 
War Swinging Away 
From Doomed 
Singapore 


By the Associated Press 
Japanese parachute 
troops 


struck into southern Sumatra 
Saturday in a menacing thrust 
toward Java, heart of the rich. 
Dutch East Indies, while in 
the siege of Singapore Japan- 
ese troops reported they had 
captured the 150-million-dol- 
lar Seletar naval base on Singa- 
pore island. 


Simultaneously an Austral- 


ian broadcast reported Austral- 
ian and other British imperial 
troops landed at Batavia* and 
"are taking up positions for 
he defense of Java." 


It seemed clear that with 


ingapore apparently doomed

he battle of the Indies was . 
now fast developing into the 
main struggle of the Far Pac-' 
fie theater.

Dispatches from Batavia, capital 'oT*'

Uncertain About Oil 
There was no immediate indication 


whether the sky troops had seized 
oil feilds in the region before the 
Dutch could destroy them, or whether 
an attempt would be made to defend 
the field now that Allied reinforce- 
ments have arrived in the Indies. 


An NEI communique said Dutch 


defense forces were putting up fur- 
ious resistance and killing the air- 
borne Japanese troops by the dozens. 
More than 100 Japanese transport 
planes guarded by fighters opened the 
attack, the communique said. 


Palembang itself is not threatened 


and there arc no indications that 
parachutists dropped close to or en- 
tered the town," Dutch headquarters 
said, but they acknowledged Ihe air- 
borne 
invaders 
dropped 
at three 


places in the Palembang area. 


"Our troops have done excellent 


work and it may be assumed that the 
situation is not unfavorable."

First Lund Invasion 
It was the first land invasion of the 


1,000-mile long island 
of Sumatra 


which stretches from a point off the 
central Malayan coast 150 miles north 
of Singapore to the westernmost tip 
of Java.

istration who is an inmate of an 
asylum, jail, penitentiary, reform- 
atory, or similar institution, on 
February 16 is required to regis- 
ter on the day he leaves the in- 
stitution. 
(3) Registrants must answer all 


questions asked by the registrar for 
notation on the registration card. It 
is important thaf the registrant de- 
scribe his place of residence in de- 
tail as well as give full particulars 
as to the address at which he will 
be sure to receive mail or other com- 
munications. 


Choice of Residence 


(a) A registrant who has more 


than one place of residence may 
choose which one lie wants re- 
corded as his place of residence 
for he thus will designate the lo- 
cal board which always will have 
jurisdiction over him. No trans- 
ient address may be recorded, 
however, and Selective 
Service 


Regulations also prohibit any in- 
terference or dictation by a reg- 
istrar when a registrant having 
more than one place of residence 
is making his choice between 
them. 


(b) A registrant who lives on 


an RFD route which goes through 
two States is required to indicate 
the location of his residence, rath- 
er than his mailing address. 
While it is important that regis- 


Iration be conducted as speedily as 
possible, 
the 
Director' said,, every 


registrant will be given ample time 
to respond properly to Ihe questions 
on Ihe registration card. 


After the registrant has answered 


all questions and signed his name to 
the registration card, he will be given 
a registration certifiiate signed by 
the registrar. This certificate must 
be in (he personal possession of the 
registrant at all times. Failure to 
posses this certificate, or to show 
it to authorized persons constitutes 
a violation of Selective Service Re- 
gulations and 
is considered prima 


facie evidence if failure to register. 


No questionnaires 
will be given 


registrants when they register, the 
Director emphasized, nor will they 
be required at that time to under- 
go any physical examination.

Labor politicans today are making 


a big play for an increasing share of 
management. 
They base their plea 


on the contention that labor has just 
as big an interest and a lot more direct 
knowledge on how any given plant 
should be run than the mere stock- 
holders of that company who simply 
shove in their evcess money with the 
hope that it will pay dividends. If 
that is the case, then labor has a re- 
sponsibility to proat vethtoyh 
sponsibility to prove that it can con- 
tribute 
something 
to 
management. 


Labor must therefore put an end to 
any of its own pratices which are ec- 
onomic wastes, which tend to curtain 
production, which increase costs un- 
necessarily, which are mad mana- 
gement. 
Labor leadership, in other 


words, has assu.med the responsibility 
of proving to management thai labor 
can contribute as much about mana- 
gement as management itself. 


This is no mere battle of theory. 


Labor leaders won't talk about is 
much outside of labor circles, but 
within the unions themselves there is 
a difinite conflict between the young- 
er, smarter, more progressive ele- 
ment and old-time organizers. These 
vctran local union officials still stick 
to policies of limiting the number of 
apprentices trained in any given trade, 
keeping the number of women in an 
industry at an absolute minimum be- 
cause women can be hired at lower 
pay than men and therefore tend to 
keep the wage scales low opposing 
training - within - industry 
programs 


which lend to up-grade skilled em- 
ployes and teach those skills to less 
skilled workers who thus become 
competitors for jobs, obstructing the 
introduction of tccnological advcnccs 
like pre-fabricatecl housing which at 
first tend to be labor-saving, main- 
taining "make-work" practices which 
require the duplication of unproduc- 
tive work, and so on. 
Co-()peniticin Plans Tried 


Doparlmont of Labor recently made 


a sludy of the growth of this move- 
ment for union-management co-op- 
eration, now one of labor's principal 
objectives in speeding conversion of 


goods to war production. The idea- 
gained considerable headway during 
the Collidge boom, but most of the 
early experiments were ended by the 
depression of 1929-33, when competi- 
tion for jobs was every wage earner's 
principal worry. 


In some of the experiments, the idea 


of labor-management co-operation is 
carried to the extent of having union 
funds loaned to a company for ex- 
pansion, the .sponsoring of sales and 
advertising campaigns to promote the 
company's business, joint lobbying for 
legislation favorable to an industry, 
and co-operation to prevtn bank- 
ruptcy of the employer and resulting 
loss of jobs for the employes. 


Baltimore and Ohio Railroad was 


one of the pioneers in this labor- 
management co-operation policy. In 
1923 
in one shop, B. & O. set up a 


system of shop committees to elimin- 
ate wasteful production. The experi- 
ment worked, and the idea was ex- 
tended to the whloe system. 
The

Springfield, 
Mas., division of 


Wcstinghousc 
Electric 
adopted 
a 


similiar program iin 1937. 


A die casting plant in Poltslown, 


Pa., has a production research pro- 
gram, jointly financed by manage- 
ment and labor. 


Steel Wokers Organizing Committee 


since 1937 has offered a plan of co- 
optration with management in plants 
where the union is recognized, but 
few establishments have accepted it. 


Hosiery, millinery and clothing in- 


dustries have probably advcnccd this 
idea of labor-management co-opera- 
tion the farthest, culminating with 
the agreement of a year ago in which 
the 
International Ladies' Garment 


Workers' union and the New York 
City dress industry set up a program 
to increase efficiency and sales. 
Cashing In 


Mayor La Guardia's recent sugges- 


tion that all of labor's over-lime earn- 
ings and all of industry's profits be 
paid for in defense savings stamps and 
war bonds has been weighed in the 
balance and found wanting. 
It was 


a good enough suggestion as one de- 
vice for preventing inflation by hold- 
ing back money which might other- 
wise be spent on civilian goods, and 
fro providing enforced savings which 
might be spent beneficially during thi 
post-war recovery period. 
But the 


idea has to be abandoned for one very 
practical reason.
